70,000 ‘Bales of Cotton Are 
Now Being Removed From 
Candler Plant So Govern- 
ment Can Take Charge. 


The government has commandeered 
the great Candler warehouses on Stew- 
art avenue and will use them as mili- 


tary storehouses. 

This fact has just become known in 
Atlanta, and it now develops that the 
removal of cotton has been going on 
at the warehouses for several -days. 

Orders from Washington are that 
the warehouses must be entirely evacu- 
ated by their present occupants not 
later than August ‘1, but in the mean- 
time the government is taking over 
the available space as rapidly as each 
square foot is emptied. 

,Are Moving Cotten. 

For two weeks past no cotton has 
been taken in to the warehouses, and 
that stored there has been moved as 
rapidly as temporary storage facilities 
could be found for it, or until it can 


be moved out to purchasers. At the 
start of this operation there were ap- 
proximately 70,000 bales of cotton 
stored there, but it is stated now that 
this amount has probably been reduced 
to, about 50,000. "

CAMOUFLAGED MILK 
SERVED TO ATLANTA, 
BAHNSEN DECLARES 


Dr. 


Peter F. Bahngén, state veterina- 
rian, reporting Saturday upon an 
vestigation made by his department, 
announced that many Atlanta dairy- 
men, unable to make their milk supply 
meet the demand, have been buying a 
milk powder from a New York concern, 
have been mixing one pound of this 
powder with three pounds of water, 
adding a quantity of cream, or emulsi- 
fied cfeam, to meet 
standard of the state laws, and have 
been selling the mixture as sweet milk. 

Laboratory tests show that this man- 


ufactured substitute cannot easily — be. 
distinguished from the pure liacteai 


fluid direct from ite original source. 
They show, moreover, that it is not at all 
injurious and has most of the qualities 
of milk. But it isn’t really milk. 

Mr. Bahnsen’s department will issue 
an order, perhaps Monday, requiring 
that all dealers Who use this milk must 
label # manufactufed so that the pub- 
lic may know what it is buying. 

It is shown tn the investigation that 
there is a muchlafger profit from the 
sale of manufactured milk than from 
the sale of the pure fluid.. Over: this 
feature, however, the department now 
acting has no control.

New York, March 23.—(By Assgo- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—Assaulting the British 
lines on the south, the Germans have 
forced their way forward over a front 
approximately 21 miles in length, have 
penetrated to a depth of four or five. 
miles west of Cambrai and have reached : 
Ham, west of St. Quéntin, a distance of ! 
about nine miles west of the British 
lines as they stood before the incep- 
tion of the Teutonic offensive on 
Thursday. : 

The German claim that the forée of 
the central empires’ are fighting on a 
line northeast of Bapaume, Peronne and * 
Ham has not been substantiated by 
British official dispatches, but the 
British reports show that there has/: 
been a retirement at. various points, es-' 
pecially at St. Quentin, where Field’ 
Marshal Haig says his forces have. 
taken up their new positions and are’ 
heavily @ngaged with the enemy. 

According to a Berlin official dig- 
patch, “a considerable part of the Brit- 
ish army has been beaten,” but this is’ 
not borne out by any facta so far known, 
That 25,000 men have possibly been: 
captured by. the Teutons may be con-. 
sidered as a natural result of the slow 
British withdrawal on various parts of 
the line. This number, however, is 
very small in comparison to the forces 
Haig has thrown into the fray.

Washington, March 23.—Further re- 
duction in the consumption of wheat 
was asked of the pwhblic tonight by the 
food administration, that the scant sup- 
plies available before the next harvest 
may be stretched to meet the needs of 
Mon army, domestic consumers and the 

es. 

Every American is urged to cut his 
average ration of wheat by 50 per cent, 
which would reduce the total normal 
consumption of 42,000,000 bushels a 
month to 21,000,000. That gives a ra- 
tion of not more than 1% pounds of 
wheat products weekly for each per- 
son. Flour sales will be cut to one- 
eighth of a barrel for a town customer 
and to one-quar of a barrel for a 
country customer, that retailers’ stocks 
may be distributed to as great a num- 
ber as possible. 

.The wheat content of bakers’ bread 
will be reduced to 75 per cent on April 
14, which increases by 5 per cent the 
amount of substitutes that must be

All reports were taken to prove that 
the Germans had staked lives by the 
hundred thousand upon’a quick blow, 
designed to be overpowering, both be- 
cause of the masses of men used and 
also because of the absolute disregard 
of losses which marked its delivery. 

Germans Used Great Man-Power. 

There was evidence that seemed to 
bear out predictions that Germany was 
prepared to sacrifice 390,000 men in 
the effort. It was with man-power in 
great masses, and not gun-power, that 
the first lines of the British defenses 
were penetrated. 

The gréatest shock ever hurled at 
any army appeared to observers here 
to have been met by the British with 
great skill. It eppeared that the Brit- 


ish had stopped the rush where they 
could; withdraw slowly before it where 
they could not. Their orderly retire- 
ment, American officers. believe, means 
defeat for the Germans in the end. 
There has been no loss of British or- 
ganization, it was pointed out, and 
every foot of ground won has been 
bought with blood. ~- 

litary one say such an effort 
as the Germans are making cannot be 
continued long. Every foot gained 
means added difficulties of transporta- 
tion and the consequence slowing up 
of the forward movement. A day or 
two more of bitter resistance, even in- 
cluding further British retirement, it 
was thought, would see the impetus of 
the German thrust lost, and its power 
diminished. Then would come oppor- 
tunities for counter blows on a major 
scale. 

In seeking the strategic Earpose of 
the German drive officials here noted 
that the British press had already sug- 
gested a possible solution. A rupture 
of British lines in the vicinity of St. 
Quentin, it has been said, might leave 
the French left on the Aisne front up 
in the air. Retirement there would 
bring the battle lines closer to Paris. 


Capture of Prisoners. 


German reports that 25,000 prisoners 
had been taken were regarded as not 
at all improbable. The capture of cer- 
tain points in the first defensive prob- 
ably was what’ made the sector of the 
line abandoned by the. British unten- 
able and started the withdrawal. Pre- 
sumably the 16,000 men said by the 
Germans to have fallen into their hands 
yesterday, are included in their new 
figures of 25,000 prisoners. ‘The first 
captures undoubtedly were made when 
the front lines were breached. The re- 
mainder probably is composed of rear 
guard units left in position to hold the 
enemy gan the British withdrawal 
under fire had been accomplished, then 
to surrender. 

The Germans themselves lost 60,000 
or more prisoners to the French and 
British in the withdrawal on the 
Somme alone, and a great number also 
were taken in the retirement from the 
Marne during the first year of the 


war. 

Officials were hopeful that tomor- 
row’s reports would show clearly the 
German objective and steps to offset it. 
They are beginning to look for coun- 
ter blows by the allies on other sectors. 
Now that the Germans are so deeply in- 
volved in their enterprise in the St. 
Quentin region, it is thought they 
could not spare large reserves to face 
attack elsewhere without checking 
their own advance. a

“T have just had news that the Ger- 
mans have attacked us on a front of 
nearly 60 miles with overwhelming 
forces.

The Times says Germany evi- 
dently is resolved to stake all her 
chances on the western front, and 
adds: 

“She has committed herself to the 
greatest gamble in history. We be- 
lieve she will fail, and it is precisely 
because the failure of the present at- 
tack must react disastrously upon Ger- 
many that we derive encouragement 
from the military position as it is dis- 
closed today.” 

Keep a Cool Head. 
The Morning Post cautions the nation 


“to keep a cool head and allow no 
plausible argumentation upon scanty 
facts to persuade it to premature con- 
clusions.” 

The Manchester Guardian says: “If 
the Germans persist in attacks and lose 
they will have lost the war, and the 
only thing left doubtful will be the 
magnitude of their defeat.” 

This newspaper points out that at no 
point except one would a German vic- 
tory be strategically decisive, adding: 

“That point is south of St. Quentin, 
where a continuation of the present 
rate of advance would imperil the posi- 
tion of the French north of the Aisne. 
Here then south of St. Quentin is the 
chief danger zone.” 

The point made by The Guardian is 
of interest in connection with Field 
Marshal Haig’s official report this 
morning saying that the Germans had 
broken through west of St. Quentin.

Danger for Allies at St. Quentin. 


A letter to The Daily Dispatch, which 
is understood to have access to sources 
of information not generally available 
to the press, says: 

“It is in the region of St. Quentin 
and southwest of that city that the ad- 
vance is most serious. It is here also 
that he is making his biggest effort, 
presumably because the junction of the 
British and French armies is in this 
neighborhood.” 

“The enemy’s plan, as disclosed so 
far,” adds The Dispatch’s letter, “aimed 
in the first instance at scissoring our 
Cambrai salient much after the attack 
of November 30, although on an in- 
creased scale. In the second place, 
from St. Quentin and its environs he 
aimed at reaching the: line of the 
Somme and the road to Amiens. 

“In the north he was almost com- 
pletely foiled, although a Slight rec- 
tification of our front has been im- 
posed.” 

Following up his allusion to the en- 
emy effort in the St. Quentin region, 
the writer says: 

“Fortunately, the wedge driven into 
our lines is very narrow and dangerous 
for the enemy himeelf, and the canal 
which runs at a sharp angle consti- 
tutes an excellent position for défense. 

“There seems to be no doubt that we 
are in for an intense and protracted 
struggle, although if the enemy goes 
on losing practically three men to our 
one, as he has been doing, exhaustion 
may well supervene. 


Onrush May Last Seme Days. 


“It may be some days before the 
enemy's onrush can be even tempora- 
rily stemmed, and longer before a coun- 
ter-offensive can be thought of. But 
with British. steadiness, rench_ re- 
sources and the general allied reserve, 
the position cannot be regarded as un- 
satisfactory. 

“I gather that fn military and other 
well informed circles the appearance on 
thé scene of German tanks is believed 
to be imminent.” 

The Evening News in its comment on 
the situation refers to the failure of 
the British report to say anything 
about prisoners, and adds: 

“In the matter of figures, our op- 
ponents have been notoriously inexact.” 

The military expert of The Westmin- 
ster Gazette says that the Germans be- 
gan their offensive F ap tmg through ex-

HOW TO BE A GOOD 


FIGHTER AND WINNER 
BY PRIVATE ISADORE GENNETT,

? Second Training Battalion. 


To be a good president, a good gen- 
eral or a go00d soldier, you must be- 
Heve in something or somebody, and if 
you don’t believe in anything you must 
have at least some principle for which 
you fight. For instance, our presi- 
dent, Mr. Wilson, is a great president, 
because he believes in God, he believes 
in the principle of democracy, and 
with such a spirit he inspires the peo- 
ple to fight for their country, and 
to fight for democracy. But imagine 
how hard it is for those who do not 
believe in God, who have not any prin- 
ciple; then of course they have’ not 
any spirit, and hence have no courage, 
they ,are like sheep without a shep- 
herd, they go in the field but do not 
know where to go; they live, but do 
not know why they live nor what they 
live for; they do not feel any effect 
of their life and do not see any use 
of this great world. They are always 
disapponted with everything and every- 
body, nothing can make them happy. 
Such I happened to be myself not long 


ago. 
A Hebrew in Russia. 


I studied or was brought up in the 
Hebrew schools in Russia from seven 
until 1 was fourteen years old; I could 
read a page of the oldest and, what 
we called, the highest testaments, and 
was made to feel happy because my 
father made me believe in God. With 
this spirit I used to be the best schol- 
ar in school, the best in the religion 
of the synagogue, the best at home. 
But the world does not live like the 
people; but the people must live like 
the old world and change their princi- 


ples because they are a different gen- 
eration. I heard that the young men 
were organizing some ciubs of different 
names, |viz., Zionists, Socialists, etc. I 
felt in my heart I wanted to be with 
the young people; I desired to accept 
the 2 tpolples of this generation, but Il 
met with parental objections, because 
it was against the principles and re- 
ligion of my father. The more anxious 
he was to keep me out of such organi- 
gations the more anxious was I to do 
that which he called wrong; so I left 
my sweet home and. tried to do as 
many other young people. I found 
‘@me pleasure in it because there was 
some fight for every inch of the 
ground. The Russian government was 
not pleased with the new ideas of so- 
clialiam, because they felt: this would 
bring to an end their barbarism and 
despotism. The more bitter the treat- 
ment heaped upon us the more we 
strove to hold meetings in the woods, 
and the more zealous were we to get 
the forbidden literaturetand to exert 
an influence on others who were not 
acauainted with our new ways of life. 


In Army of Russia. 


Nothing stopped us, arrest or jail 
(which I had for several months). We 
transmitted the ideas to the others 
and they passed them on, so I felt hap- 
py working for some principles, and 
with this spinit I tried to be a good 
fighter, a good socialist for my sake 
and mostly for the sake of others; but 
when I was only nineteen the Russian 

overnment cal me to the colors. 
They liked my size and it seemed that 
my spirit had raised me better than any 
food, and I was accepted. 

I was given a white horse to ride 
and two or three to clean four hours 
every morning, and the same time ev- 
ery evening. They forced me to do 
many things I never did before in my 
life, while the treatment given me was 
the worst I have ever experienced or 
seen, while the food was horrid. I felt 
worse than a prisoner. I was always 
hungry, as though on a four days’ 
strike; my feelings, my courage, my

spirit and my God were gone. I felt 
lonesome, homesick and discovraged, 
but I could not do anything, because 
no one was allowed to go out of the 
(prison) barracks. 

Finally I could stand it no longer, 
for from a young man with spirit, cour- 
age and strength I wae reduced to 
nothing, so after two yerrs and three 
months I deserted and happened to find 
my rest here in the U. S. A. 

Now, am like many others who 
have been drafted in the Russia army;

In Russia, where they used to force 
| the soldiers to go to church, they did 
,;mot like it, amd where they need to 
force the soldiers to wear the cross no 
one cared to do so, and when they forced 
us to dance and sing no one felt like 
'doing it. But here I note a great dif- 
No one forces us to do these 
things and we, with the greatest pleas- 
ure, are doing all these things and we 
have the Ve ane respect for our of- 
ficers, and I am sure we have not s0 
many deserters as we had there (be- 
fore the revolution). We are feeling 
almost as though we were at home. 
We are not separated from our officers, 
as we eat together in the same mass 
hall, and we are playing together and 
we are treated like human beings and 
not worse than animals, as was the case 
in Russia. When it comes to tary 
discipline, we are better in rank, bet- 
ter in field and better at home than 
the Russians. 

And now I am reminded of the story 
taken from the life of my father of 
how good it is to believe in God. He 
had an old house in which he used 
to entertain the mare rabbi when he 

annual visits to his s - 
One day the rabbi said: “Jo- 
seph, why don’t you build you a new 
house?’ to which my father answered 
that he could not afford to. On his 
return each year for several years the 
holy rabbi urged the same suggestions 
and was met with the same refusal 
until on one occasion the rabbi said, 
"Go ahead and build and God will help 
you,” which suggestion impressed my 
father, as he looked upon such words 
as coming from God through his holy 
representative, so after counselling 
with his wife and mother, he deter- 
mined to build, and did so. 

It meant sacrifice and suffering, but 
he never could rid his mind of the 
thought suggested by the rabbi that 
}'God would help him so he endured 
Pprivation and hardship and is now 
spending the rest of -his life in a most 
beautiful home, one of the best in 
the city, where day and night he reads 
his Halmud and resqcoms in the thought 
given to him b is spiritual adviser 
of trusting implicitly in God.

While visiting a Y¥. M. C. A., where 
a chaplain was addressing the soldiers, 
he said, “Fight for your country, your 
government and. democracy: is 
with you, so do not stop, and we will 
defeat the Germans.” When the chap- 
lain had finished he was asked this 
question, “How many Gods do we have, 
because the Germans are saying God 
is with us; the Austrains the same 
and the Mohammedans the same, and 
so on, and we are saying the same 
now; so which God is the right one, 
which shall we believe?” The chaplain 
only shook hands with the questioner, 
and said: “I have not time to make 
answer now.” But the soldier insisted. 
Saying, “IT am anxious to know and 
cannot sleep. I am interested in God. 
but this question bothers me so much.” 
So he said, “The God will be theirs 
who beat the Germans, and we will 
beat therm,” 

But I wanted to say that, no matter 
how many Gods we have if it is so 
hard to believe in Him because He 
cannot be seen, then let us believe in 
the principles of democracy, let us 
have the courage to adnrit that we are 
fighting a despotic kaiser, a bunch of 
Hohenzollerns who only care for their 
own lives, but not for unprotected 
women and children, and we are fight- 
eo a republic to protect all man- 

na, 

In conclusion, the Christians should 
wear a cross on their hearts, and the 
Hebrews a talis coton, and let them 
have implicit faith in that which it 
represents, and it will save their lives.

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Discussion Now 1s a Tribute to ~ 


Unpunished Crime 


WE NEED TO STEEL OURSELVES TO FIGHT, NOT TO THINK OR TALK OF PEACE 


. The most dangerous element in the war situation today 
is the persistent discussion of peace. The fiery speeches 
which a few weeks ago were a feature of every gathering, and 
which used to stir our people into high enthusiasm and a 
strengthened purpose, are now seldom heard. e editorials 
in most. of the newspapers seem to have lost much of their 
potency and are more concerned with the ending of the war 
than with its victorious prosecution. When this groundless 
cry Of peace is coupled with the diplomatic fiction that we 
are at war with the German Government, but not with the 
German people, it is not difficult to perceive that the psycho- 
logic force of this policy is causing a perceptible slowing 
down in the war tendency of our people. Yet all the time 
the Germans press on, unfaltering in their united purpose 


of conquest. . 


Just a few days ago, while in conversation with a citizen of 
Pittsburg, who is at the head of a large industrial establishment 
which is doing an important part in war preparation, I was 
startled to hear him say:., ‘‘The war is over, and all this hurry-up 
‘work that we are doing is pretty much a waste of energy.’’ This 
man’s opinion is not at all an exceptional one, as we can ‘hear the 
same sentiment uttered by intelligent and patriotic men wherever 


war preparation is their topic. If something is not done immedi- 


ately to counteract this perilous discussion of a peace which has no 
existence in the brain and conscience of the German Government 
and people, it is not hard to foresee that our country will be lulled 
into a condition of general apathy from which it will be too late to 
arouse when the time for action and its resultant story of tragedy 
shall occur. 3 : 

What articulate voice is there in the whole of Germany that 
has at any time uttered a single word which would indicate that 
Germany will make an acceptable peace? Not one in the whole 
empire—not one.

Only yesterday the Emperor—that arrogant 
swashbuckler, riding up to his bridles in blood—flung out this ° 


honor. The debates which occur in the Reichstag are palpably 
unreal, the members of all parties first making such oratorical 
flourishes as may be suitable to the moment, and then winding 
up in common agreement upon the effectiveness of the general 
policy:of blood and lust: 


Mr. Lloyd George and President Wilson have sent. to 
these German murderers of humanity a hundred challenges 
to state their ultimate intentions concerning Belgium and 
Northern France, and they have been answered a hundred 
times only with contemptuous silence. Why, then, should 
they divert the minds of the allied peoples from the heroic 
task of driving the barbarian hordes back from Belgium and 
France when we already know that Germany means to retain 
Belgium and Northern France in her permanent custody? 
We have that purpose solemnly declared in the last testa- 
ment of General von Bissing, the former Governor-General 
of Belgium, the man who shot Edith Cavell. 


‘“We are going to keep Belgium,’’ says this stalwart Hun. 
‘‘We are going to make her people serve us, or exterminate them, 
as we should have done in Alsace and Lorraine. If the Belgium 
dynasty should become too vociferous, we must assassinate King 
Albert. As for France, we shall extend our conquest to Calais, so 
that the western boundary of the German Empire shall run from 
Calais, in France, to Basle, in Switzerland. And this will put us 
in a strong position to fight the next war. ‘These are grave 
decisions, but they must be taken. Im all this I speak the mind 


‘of my royal master, the Emperor and King.’’ 


That was Von Bissing’s declaration as death approached him. 


Von Bissing says another thing which completely refutes 
the unjustified theory of President Wilson that the people of 
Germany are opposed in their minds to their military mas- 
ters, for he declares that if they give up Belgium the Ger- 
man people will rise against them. . 


Von Tirpitz and every member of that infamous world-con- 
quering group who has ever spoken for Germany testify in the 
same strain. Germany has won by the sword these territories of 
her peaceful neighbors, and she is going to keep them as an 
advantage for the next war, and if King Albert objects too loudly 
he must be secretly slain. 


It is the mind of their royal master, and the foul mind 
of the Kaiser is the mind of the German people. Statesmen, 
soldiers, professors and preachers have declared it a thousand 
times. It is the ordained destiny of Germany, given to them 
by Almighty God, that they shall kill the men, dishonor the 
women and plunder the land everywhere. And while our 
brave troops march up to that raging battle front, the lis- 
tening Senates at London and Washington resound not with 
an invincible call to win against hell and death, but with an 
academic formulation of peace and an exaggerated eulogy 
of our foe which are bound to weaken the spirit of war 
everywhere except in Germany. 

Mr. Lloyd George and President Wilson both know that the 
peace they dream of can never be attained by negotiation or by 
any other form of moral influence, but only by the sword. We 
never hear these peace proposals from France. That gallant 
country, whose fortitude is the wonder of the ages, fights on 
forever with the unshakable purpose of victory. Then why should 
Great Britain and America dissipate their martial strength by 
laying down peace terms before eyes which read them with deri- 
sion? Peace? Away with it, once and for all! Let us go back to 
Mr. Lloyd George when Mr. Lloyd George was at his best, and let 
us resolve that we shall never discuss terms of surrender with a 
criminal that is stronger than the law. Why state our aims? 
There is only one imperative war aim in the world today. That is 
easily stated. Let us say to the German .Government and pees: 
‘¢*We have constituted ourselves a League to Enforee Peace, We 
are twenty-one nations in arms against you. Your armies stand 
outside your own boundaries. You have destroyed the peace and 


dignity of the world. We declare you to be the outlaws’ of. 


civilization, and we mean to drive your armies back into Germany 
and make you pay the bill. Until that supreme and only object of 
this war is attained we shall not again discuss peace.”’ 

_ Then let us take up our burden and prepare for a long 
war, whose aim shall be a victorious peace, to be won prob-

ably in the autumn of 1919, and let us never pause until we 
shall have achieved that purpose. | : 


A peace by negotiation, giving and taking advantages, would 
be an outrage on the millions of brave men who have given thtir 
lives in the heartbreaking effort to drive the Germans out of their 
lands. What heroes these men are who have died in a great and 
chivalrous cause! And what a contrast do we find in the German 
casualties—every man of them an invader and dying on a foreign 
soil an outlaw’s death! Every household in Germany carries this 
sorrow — the. outlaw’s death—-every household except the Em- 
peror’s, whose six stalwart sons have never been under fire. 


And when we shall have driven the murderers into their 
own country let there be constituted a high court of justice, 
as was done in Cromwell’s time, which shall bring to a just 
punishment and execution the chief delinquents who have 
brought this horror on the world---the German Kaiser, his 
eldest son and that group of piratical counselors who fed the 
Kaiser’s vanity and supported his unholy ambitions. Kill 
the rulers who made this war, and we shall never again be 
troubled with an aggressive dynasty. 


As for the German people, I am beginning to wonder in my 
mind what the ultimate expiation of Germany is going to be. Is 
it possible that the world will permit Germany to say, as a West- 
ern outlaw might say: ‘‘Gentlemen, the drinks are on us!’’ and 
with the payment of certain fixed indemnities assume once more 
an equal station among the civilized nations of the world? The 
speeches at London and Washington do indeed tend toward this. 


But is there not something beyond the mere making of 
peace which the world is going to exact of Germany? Is it 
possible that with our minds fixed on the bloody feast on 
which Germany has made us sup so full of horrors, we can, 
on the mere making of peace, take these barbarians by the 
hand and greet them as brothers? } 


Must there. not be a continuing penalty for their pitiless 
iniquity? Are we going to resume immediately the exchange of 
German and American professors at our universities? Shall we 
ever in this generation subject our sons to the indignity of listen- 
ing to a German professor’s discourse on the higher values of life? 
Are we going to-send our sons to German universities for the com- 
pletion of their education? Are we to ride once more in German 
ships, even though they may be the best in the world? 


Shall we ever again purchase a thing that is made in 
Germany? Are we going to accept the German traveler with 
this bloody stain upon him into the gracious hospitality 
of our homes? To me all this is unthinkable. | 


One of the German statesmen has recently spoken of peace 
and reconciliation. Peace with.the Kaiser, who declared only yes- 
terday that he‘would never make peace until with bloody fist he 
had struck his victim to the earth! And reconciliation? Von 
Bissing sneers at the word. No. The mood for peace has gone. 


Peace we shall have when we have won it by the sword. 


But reconciliation---never! No, not in a hundred years. 


Money and land can never atone for an infamy like theirs. 
The tears of acontrite heart conscious of its shame will alone 
expiate their crime. Yet a contrite heart is a thing which 
the savage tribalGerman of this age has never carried in his 
bosom. | 


Nothing but a good beating and the lasting scorn of human 
society can sting that stiff-necked nation into a reformed peni- ° 
tence that will make safe and good neighbors of them. The civil- 
ized world should condemn Germany—both her Government and | 
her people—to a hundred years of ostracism, so that every Ger- 
man who has participated, either potentially or directly, in the 
commission of this world horror shall be brought to realize that, 
in spite of their boasted claim to superiority as individuals and as | 
a nation, there can be no reproach in the whole history of mankind © 
equal to that of being simply a German. . 

Let us go on with this war in confidence and courage until we | 


shall have conquered the foe by an organized military power 


stronger than his own. No nation can conquer the world. Ger- 
many is a great military power, but she is overrated, and her supe- | 
rior organization is fast wearing down. The other nations are ris- 
ing to her own height. France can beat her at any time when the 
odds are no greater than two to one.

rice, however, is as striking as the 
ines of the car, in view of h ma- 
terial costs. It is to list at $1,585. 

As predicted, this latest Lexington 
offering has many,outstanding and 
original features in cars of its price 
class. In every way, it is larger than 
the other Lexington offerings. It has 
a wheel base of 122 inches, 34x4-inch 
tires and an unusually roomy rags Ahk ot 
carrying five passengers. In fact, there 
is so much room in the tonneau that 
a most novel auxiliary seating arrange- 
ment has been carried out which makes 
it Bp “come for seven to ride in the car 


with comfort. 

e extra seating arrangement con- 
sists of two chairs which fold directly 
into the floor of the car, and when not 
in use they take up no space. 

It is. probable, however, that no sin- 
gle item in the car’s construction will 
attract more recognition than the new 
Lexington frame. In the first place, 126 
separate parts found in the ordinary 
frame are eliminated in its construc- 
tion.

BUILDING PROGESS 
FOR FORD ANLES 


Progressive System of Assem- 
bly Is Shown to Good Advan- 
tage at the Ford Plant. 


One of the best places to observe the 
Ford system of progressive manufac- 
ture and assembly will be foynd in their 
rear azie department. 

Here the rear axle housings are start- 
ed in the process of manufacture at 
one end of the department which cov- 
ers 30 bays and finally brought to- 
gether with other parts to make the 
finished rear axle assembly at the 
other end. During this entire process 
no transporting is done, the different 
sections of the assembly being passed 


endless chain conveyors according to 
the location of the nmext operation. 
At the extreme east end of the de- 
partment one finds an immense pile 
of “bells” as they are called. These 
bells, two in number, on the car, are 
bolted together; joining the right and 
left hand sections of the rear axle 
housing. They also enclose the bevel 
drive gears through which power is 
transmitted to the rear wheels. 
When the bell# are taken from the 
big pile they pass through a few op- 
erations before going to powerful ma- 
chines that force the housing tubes 
into the ends of the bell. At this point 
the assembled bell and tube are placed 
on a conveyor which passes between 
double rows of lathes set backs to- 
gether. The lathe operators take these 
assemblies from the conveyors as need- 
ed and perform several operations after 
which the assemblies are placed on 
the conveyor where they pass to an- 
other point where the brake shoe. as- 
sembly and other parts are added in 
turn, the assemblies, for the most part, 
passing in quick succession from one 
i'machine to another as different parts 
are added and operations performed. 
from machine to machine or placed on 
At about two-thirds of the way done 
the line the practically completed hous- 
ings are met by the axle shaft assembly 
which comes via conveyor from the 
fifth floor of the building. This as- 
sembly is then installed in the hous- 
ings and the assembled drive shaft 
and housing, radius rods, hub brakes, 
pull roads, etc., are duly added, as the 
assembly steadily progresses on a@ con- 
veyor. uring these various processes 
the assembly has progressed to a de- 
partment where it is given the finish- 
ing touches and then the finished rear 
axle assembly as it is known, is swung 
onto anothér conveyor which carries 
it to the side of the building and 
thence down a ee to the load-

horsepower. This engine we agreed to 
turn over to the government for the 
duration of the war. Any one who can 
compare the new Liberty motor ‘with 
the present Packard motor will see the 
similarity at once. 

“To those versed in the art of DdDuild- 
4ne motors, the statements that the 
plans for an entire new motor were 
developed in five da will be hailed 
as impossible. The fact that only five 
days were consumed in re-designing 
the motor shows how few changes were 
actually made in the original plans.

i Major Mallett Orders Local 


Boards: to Defer Call of 
Men Planting Crops—Let- 
ters on Furloughs Received 


Three letters served Saturday to 
ealm the apprehension of farmers of 
the state and show an immediate 
route to relief on the farms. through 
the military channels. 

One was a letter from Major Joel 
B.. Mallet, Georgia selection officer, 
which instructs local boards as to the 
deferring of the call of men needed on 
farms. 

The other two, one from Senator 
Hoke Smith to J. J. Brown, Georgia 
commissioner of agriculture, and an- 
other written some time ago by Sec- 
retary of War Baker to S. Hubert Dent, 
chairman of the house military affairs 
committee at Washington, explained 
in some measure the purpose of the 
Dent furlough bill and a means where- 
by immediate steps may be taken to 
secure furloughs. 

Passa Order Numbers. 

Major Mallet ordered the local boards 
to “pass the order numbers and defer 
the call” of men “actively, completely 
and assiduously engaged in planting 
or cultivation of a crop,” who are with- 
in the new quota of men Georgia will 
send to the camps. 

Senator Smith in answering a tele- 
Sram sent earlier in the week from 
Atlanta stated that Adjutant General 
McCain had said that soldiers may ap- 
ply for furloughs in the usual way 
through regular military channels at 
their camps, supporting their applica- 
tions by affidavits showing the neces- 
sity of the enlisted man’s service on 
the farm. 

Secretary Baker’s letter to Chairman 
Dent was one written before his de- 
parture to Europe and explained the 
purpose of the bill introduced through 
the military affairs committee, and 
now known as the Dent Dill. 

The instruction sent out by Major 
Mallet was based’ upon appeals of the 
type of one received Saturday from D. 
A. Spence and others of Pelham: 

“Farmers here alarmed over losing farm 
labor in next draft, who are required to re- 
port the 29th instant. Local boards claim 
they have received no authority to exempt. 
Please wire quick how to proceed to secure 
exemptions.” 

No Provision for Exemption. 

The order of Major Mallet does not 
provide for exemption nor for deferred 
classification. It provides only for de- 
ferred call within the classification. He 
said in part: 

“The situation arising from the scarcity of 
farm labor demands that the call to the 
colors of men actively, completely and assid- 
uously engaged in planting or cultivation of 
@ crop, but who are in Class 1 and within the 
new quota, should be deferred until the end 
of the new quota.” 

The instructions further direct that 


local boards be instructed by the coun-— 


ty boards to “pass the order numbers 
of such men” when filling in the emer- 
gency call. This places a burden upon 
the farmer of showing by affidavits or 


in such manner as may be required 
that*he is really engaged in preparing 
his crop.

Williamson Method of Corn- 


Growing. 

Mr. Williamson, of South ‘Carolina, 
being convinced that he could not 
economical grow corn on his up- 
lands according to the old methods, de- 

ised a new method with which he was 
Very successful and with which he 
Obtained yields according to the sea- 
sons of from fifty-two to one hundred 
and twenty-five bushels per acre. From 
Bulletin . 78 of the Georgia Experi- 
ment station, we take Mr. illiamson’s 
own description of his method. 

“For a number of years after I began 
to farm I followed the old-time meth- 
od of putting the fertilizer all under 
the corn, planting on a level or higher, 
six by three feet, ‘pushing the plant 
from the start and making a big stalk, 
but the ears were few and frequently 
small. [ planted much corn in ths 
Spring and bought much more the next 
spring, until finally I was driven to 
the conclusion that corn could not be 
made on uplands of this section, cer- 
tainly not by the old method, except 


at a loss. 

I did not give up, however, for I 
know that a farmer who did not make 
his own corn never succeeded, and nev- 
er would, so I began to experiment. 
First, I planted lower and the yield was 
better, but the stalk wag still too large, 
so I discontinued altogether the ap- 
plication of fertilizer before planting, 
and knowing that all crops should be 
fertilized at some time, used mixed 
fertilizer as a side application and 
applied the more goluble nitrate of soda 
later, being guided in this by the excel- 
lent resyilts obtained from its use as a 
top dressing for oats. Still the yield, 
though regular, was not large, and the 
smallness of the stalks now suggested 
that they should be planted thicker in 
the drill. This was done the next year 
with results so satisfactory that I con- 
tinued from year to year to increase 
the number of stalks and the fertilizer 
with which to sustain them, also tv 
apply nitrate of soda at last plowing, 
and to lay by early sowing peas broad- 
cast. This method steadily increased 
the yield, until in 1904, with corn eleven 
inches apart in sixteen-foot rows and 
$11 worth of fertilizer to the acre, I 
made 84 bushels average to the acre, 
several of my best acres making as 
much as 125 bushels. 

In 1905 I followed the same methods, 
Planting the first week in April 70 
acres which thhad produced the year be- 
fore 1,000 pounds of seed cotton per acre. 
This land is sandy upland, somewhat 
rolling. Seasons were very unfavor- 
able, owing to tremendous rains in 
May and the dry and extremely hot 
weather later. From June 12 to July 
12, the time when it most needed mois- 
ture, there was onlv five-eights of an 
inch of rainfall here; yet, with $7.91 
cost of fertilizer, my yield was 52 bush- 
els. Rows 6 feet and corn 16 inches 
in aril). 

With this method on land that will 

ordinarily produce 1,000 pounds of seed 
cotton with.800 pounds of fertilizer, 
fifty bushels of corn per acre should 
be made by using 200 pounds of cotton 
seed meal, 200 pounds of acid phosphate 
and 400 pounds of kainit mixed, or 
their equivalent in other fertilizers, and 
125 pounds of nitrate of soda, all to be 
a as side application as directed be- 
ow: . 
On land that will make a bale and a 
half of cotton per acre when well fer- 
tilized, a hundred bushels of corn 
should be produced by doubling the 
amount of fertilizer above, except that 
300 nounds of nitrate of soda should be 
used. 

In each case there should be left on 
the land in cornstalks, peas, vines and 
roots, from $12 to $16 worth of fertiliz- 
er material per acre, besides the great 
benefit to the land from so large an 
amount of vegetable matter. The place 
of this in the permanént improvement 
of land can never be taken by com- 
mercial fertilizer. for it is absolutely 
impossible to make lands rich as long 
as they are lacking in vegetable mat- 
ter. 

Land should be thoroughly and deep- 
ly broken for corn. and this fs the time 
in a svstem of rotation to deepen the 
soil. Cotton requires a more compact 
soil than corn, and, while a deep soil 
is essential to its best 4evelopment, it 
will not produce as well as loose open 
land, while corn does best on land 
thoroughly broken. A deep soil will not 
only produce more heavily than a shal- 
low soil with good seasons, but it will 
stand more wet as well as more dry 
weather. 

. Preparing the Land. 

In preparing for the corn crop, land 
should be broken broadcast during. the 
winter one-fourth deeper than it has 
been plowed before, or if much vege- 
table matter is being turned under. it 
may be broken one-third deeper. This 
is as much deepening as land will usu- 
ally stand in one year and produce 
well, though it may be continued each 
year, so long as much vegetable matter 
is being turned under. It may. how- 
ever, be subsoiled to any depth by fol- 
lowing in bottom of turn-plow furrow, 
provided na more of the subsoil than 
has been directed is turned up. Break 
with a two-horse plow if possible, or, 
better, with a disc plow. ith the lat- 
ter, cotton stalks or cornstalks as 
large as we ever make can be turned 
under without having them chopped, 
and in peavines it will not choke or 
drag. Never plow land while is is wet, 
if you expect ever to have any use for 
it again. : 

Bed with turn plow in 6-foot rows, 
leaving 5-inch balk. When read? to 
plant, break this out with scooter, fol- 
lowing .in bottom of this furrow deep 
with Dixie plow, wing taken off. Ridge 
on this furrow with same plow still 
going deep. Run corn planter on this 
ridge, dropping one grain every 5 or 6 
inches. Plant early, as soon as danger 
of frost is past,—say, first seasonable 
spell after March 15 in this section. 
Especially is early planting necessary 
on very rich lands where stalks cannot 
otherwise be prevented from growing 
too large. Give first ghar g with har- 
row, or any plow that will not cover 
the plant. or second working, use 10 
or 12-inch sweep on both sides of corn,

In a few days side corn in other mid- 
dle, with same sweep, put bdalance of 
nitrate of soda in this furrow, if it has 
been divided, cover with turn plow, sow 
peas and break out. This lays by yous 
crop with a good bed and plenty of dirt 
around your stalk. This should be from 
June 10 to 20, unless the season is very 
late, and corn should be hargly bunch- 
ing for tassel. 

Laying By. ; 

Lay by early. More corn is ruined 
iby late plowing than by lack of plow- 
ing. This is when the ear is hurt. Two 
good rains after laying by should make 
you a good crop of corn, and it will 
certainly make with much less rain 
than if pushed and» fertilized in the 


ong, we. 

e stalks thus raised are very small, 
and do not require anything like the 
moisture, even in proportion to size, 
that is necessary for large sappy stalks. 
They may, therefore, be left thicker in 
the row. This is no new process; it 
has been a custom to cut dDack vines 
and trees in order to increase yield and 


quality of fruit, and so long as you 
do not hold back your corn it will go, 
like mine go long went, all to stalk. 

Do not be discouraged by the looks 
of your corn during the process of cul- 
tivation. It will yield out of all pro- 
portion to its appearance. Large stalks 
cannot make large yield, except with 
extremely favorable seasons, for they 
cannot stand a lack of moisture. Early 
applications of manure go to make 
larke stalks, which you do not want, 
and the plant food is all thus used up 
before the ear, which you do want, 1s 
made. Tall stalks not only will not 
produce well themselves, but will not 
allow you to make the peavines, 80 
necessary to the improvement of the 
land. Corn raised by this method should 
never grow over seven and one-half 
feet high, and the ears should be near 
the ground. 

I consider the final application of 
nitrate of soda an essential point in: this 
earmaking process. It should always be 
applied at last plowing and wnmixed 
with other fertilizers. 

I am satisfied with one ear to a 
stalk, unless a prolific variety is plant- 
ed, and leave a hundred stalks for every 
bushel I expect to make. I find the 6- 
foot row easier to cultivate without in- 
juring the corn. For fifty bushels to 
the acre, I leave it 16 inches apart; for 
seventy-five bushels to the acre, 12 
tnches apart, and for 100 bushels, 8 
inches apart. Corn below the level, and 
laid by from three to four months, 
no hoeing should be necessary, and 
middles may be kepf clean until time to 
break out, by using harrow or.by run- 
ning one shovel furrow in center of 
middle and bedding on that, with one or 
more rounds of turn plow. 

I would advise only a few acres tried 
by this method the first year, or until 
you are familiar with its application. 
Especially is it hard at first to fully 
carry out the stunting process, where a 
whole crop is involved.

GUNS IN MYRIADS 
USED BY GERMANS 


Artillery Preparation for 
Attack Most Violent Ever 
Endured—Impact on Brit- 
ish Line Terrific. 


f 


London, March 23.—The artillery 
preparation of the Germans in the 
drive against the British lines which is 
now in progress is described by those 
who took part in it as the most vio- 
lent they ever endured, according to 
The Daily Mail’s correspondent on the 
British front. “The thing that stands 
out as characteristic of the, fighting 
up to the present,” says the correspond- 
ent, “is that we did so well under 
the terrific impact.” Continuing, the 
correspondent says: 

“Upon one corps’ front there was a 
gun for every fifteen yards. The 
strength of the motars which the ene- 
my brought up in such great numbers 
sent: over such an overwhelming 
weight of iron and high explosives 
that in most part of the front wire 
ceased to be an obstacle and trenches 
were obliterated. At the same time 
all of our known battery positions 
were drenched by gas, but their gas 
shells failed to reach all of our bat- 
teries, nor did they succeed anywhere 
in breaking our wire. At one point, 
where the Germans found our wire 
unbroken, they set to work with scis- 
sors until they had made a way 
through. All of this was done under 
our machine gunfire. 

New Uniforms for Germans. 

. “A ourious fact reported by our air- 
men was that the Germans composing 
the special assault divisions wore new 
uniforms. Our relaying corps did val- 
uable work despite adverse weather 
conditions. One of our men in the 
early morning recconnaissance spotted 
several thousand Germans moving 
westward south of Bullecourt, and an- 
other reported 3,000 of the enemy in a 
sunken road in the area waiting to 
advance. Few enemy machines were 
seen and they merely flew low, pep- 
pering our trenches with their ma- 
chine guns. 

“This ia the first battle where Brit- 
ish gunners had to serve their guns 
in gas masks, and it was a difficult 
task. Fortunately, practices with 
masks have been taking place fre- 


quently for an hour daily. I found 
everyone feeling press’. confident. As 
they did have a hard job to meet the 
masses of Germans, who came on in 
denser formation than ever before, yet 
all reports show that they fought ve % 
nificently. For example, south of 
Quentin one, of our divisions had to:

Attorney 
Vanderveer protested against the 
court’s refusal to return the papers de- 
spite. the fact that Judge Landis had 
previously remarked that no possible 
[ manetts could, in his opinion, accrue to 
leither side through their return. He 
igsaid it would be a “useless ceremony” 
; since the only results possible by the 
, return would be simple retention, de- 
‘struction or loss. 
“The warrant upon which the papers 
were obtained was an insufficient war- 
'rant, as it was based upon a showing 
| probably less than that in the case of 
Henry Veeder, counsel for Swift & Co., 
‘whose papers were wanted in the pack- 
ling industry inquiry,” said Judge Lan- 
is. The warrant was issued from 
Judge Landis’ court before the court 
of appeals had held the Veeder warrant 
to have been issued upon insufficient 
evidence. 

“If the property is now returned to 
the thirty or forty custodians who pre- 
viously held it, they will be in pre- 
cisely the same position as before the 
warrant was issued,” the judge con- 
tinued. “It is my conviction that: it 
would be an idle thing to return this 
property, for it would simply mean that 
the property would soon be retaken on 
new search warrants. 

“T am of the opinion that, in the light 
of previous cases, the petition for re- 
turn may properly be denied.”

MRS. MACDOWELL’S 
PATRIOTISM. 

The announcement that Mrs. Edward 
MacDowell, widow of the distinguished 
American composer, has extended to 


the United States government the use 
of an adequate part of beautiful Peter- 
borough as a convalescent home for 
soldiers, when euch homes shall be 
needed, is one that holds an interest, 
not limited alone to the art world, 
significant as it is to that element. 


A number of improvements must be 
made in the buildimgs to be devoted 


to this -patriotic purpose. An entire 
new heating system must be installed, 
since the Peterborough colony has beeh 
resident there only during the months 
of pleasant weather. But the work 
is on its way. 

‘Mrs. MacDowell made a short visit 
in Atlanta during the past week, stop- 
ping over between lecture recital en- 
gagements in neighboring cities, and 
she was the guest of her friend, Miss 
Nan Stephens. 

“The original purpose of Peterbor- 
ough is not to be abandoned, even for 
a season,” said Mrs. MacDowell in en- 
thusiastic explanation of the new un- 
dertaking. 

“Fortunately, the arrangement of- the 
buildings,on the estate is such that 
both works may be pursued without 
conflicting. The older buildings, part 
of the original purchase, and the new 
buildings, including studios, each one 
of which is under its own roof, are in 
widely separate parts of the grounds. 


And the manner of our building—these 
separate studios for each individual 


‘colonist,’ which was intended to in- 
sure perfect quiet and isolation for the 
artist at work, will also be ideal for 
the convalescent—especially in cases 
which need isolation and fresh air. 

A Bad Time for Artists. 

“Now, more than at any previous 
time since the artist colony was con- 
ceived by Mr. MacDowell, is it éssential, 
however, that the interests of the 
artists be considered, who need such 
a refuge as Peterborough,” continued 
Mrs. MacDowell. 

“The growth of the art spirit, the 
development of the art element in 
-America in the past fifteen or twenty 
years has been marvelous. 

“But, on the other hand, we know 
that art appreciation—that is, appre- 
ciation of art as a necessity, as a vital 
factor in the development of the higher 
civilization—is not a conviction in the 
minds of the majority of the people. 
“Those of us who have studied art 
in its relation to life and civilization 


look on the interests of the artist dif-

April 26.

Owing to the mild weather 
experienced this year in February and 
March avery late date of occurrence 
of killing frest this year ig not proba- 
ble, but the next week or ten days 
is the critical period which, if ‘passed 
without frost, will leave vegetables and 
fruits safe for the season.”

Peo- 
ple will have more daylight to work 
and play in and will spend less of the 
daylight hours and more of the dark 
hours in bed. The arrangement will 
have a tendency to reduce the cost of 
light bills and should. prove beneficial 
to health.

Copies of the “moratorium” bill. un- 


der the provisions of which one suit 
against a soldier in an Atianta court 
has already been dropped, are being 
sent broadcast over Georgia to attor- 
neys, to local boards operating under 
the selective service law, and to mag- 
istrates.. The publicity campaign is 
aimed at the immediate cessation in 
this state of all suits which may em- 
barrass soldiers or their families and 
trender their service to the nation for 
that reason less efficient. 


The bill, styled the soldiers’ and gail- 
ors’ civil relief act, was approved by 
President Wilson on March 8. Its pro- 
visions were Saturday announced from 
the office of the adjutant general for 
Georgia from whose office part of the 
national distribution of copies of the 
act to 20,000 lawyers, to all superior 
courts and to all local boards will be 
carried out. 


What thé Bill Does. 


Here are some of the things for 
which no suit can be brought against 
a soldier or sailer during the war: 

Payment of a note. 

Installments due on land, 
furniture. * 

Payment of a mortgage. 

Eviction from a homestead elates. 

His family may not be turned out of 
their home for non-payment of rent or 


tools or 


of installments. His life insurancé will 
not lapee if he does not make the pay- 
ments. His right to sue others ‘for 
money they owe him will not expire 
through lapse of time during his ab- 
sence. 

The law does not cancel any debt, 
nor does it afford to the men in uni- 
form a chance to evade the law. It 
will act as if to strike from the calen- 
dar the months of war, no more. 

The action of the law depends upon 
an action hy the soldier or sailor or a 
relative. The provisions of the act 
are too numerous to set forth here, but 
the following statements have been 
prepared at Washington for announce- 
ment to the people of this and other 


states: 
Provisions ef Law. 

(1) Let someone, on behalf of the sol- 
dier or sailor, notify the court that the 
party concerned is a soldier or sallor.. Then 
the court will make prompt inquiries into 
the merits of the case; if the case merits 
it, the court has power to stay the other 
party from further proceedings, or to give 
other remedy that may be appropriate. The 
court "may also appoint an attorney to rep- 
regent the soldier or sailor in the lawsuit. 

(2) If a lawsuit has been begun already 
in some court against the soldier or sailor, 
go to that same court and give the notice 
above mentioned. If no lawsuit has yet 
been begun, but some landiord or other

IDOL FOUND 


BY PLOWMAN. 
The idol referred to in the beginning 


of this article was plowed cp in the 
field adjacent to the large Btowah 
mound on the Tumlin property. It is 
a female figure, in a sitting posture. 
Ite height ie 16% inohes and its 
weight 83% pounds. It is cut out of 
soft taloose rock, and was originally 
of a grayish hue. The Gara are pierced 
and the head entirely bald. In the cen- 
ter of the top of the head a hole has 
been drilled half an inch in depth. 
This probably formed the sooket for 
some kind of head ornament. At- 
tached to the back of the head and to 
the back midway between the shoul- 
ders is a substantial*handle, by means 
of whith the idol may be carried from 
place to place. The impression con- 
veyed by the image is that of a young, 
dead, flat-headéd Indian woman. The 
left arm is broken off, but otherwise 
the idol is in a state of remarkable 
preservation. Casts of this image are 
in the Smithsoniart? fnetitution at 
Washington, and the original is on ex- 
hibition in the state museum, third 
floor, of the state capitol, Atlanta. 

A companion to this ido] was in pos- 
session of Colonel Lewis Tumlin, prior 
to 1864, and was plowed up near the 
large Etowah mound on his property. 
This idol was examined in 1859 by 
O. ©. Jones, Jr., and is described by 
him as follows: 

“The idol was made of coarse dark 
sandstohe and was 19 ifches high. It 
consisted of a male figure in a sitting 
posture. The knees were drawn up 
almost upon a level with the chin, the 
hands résting upon and clasping either 
knee. The chin and forehead were re 
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perpetuate the memory or designate 
the last resting place of the illustrious 
dead. Ancient poets have alluded to 
these earth mounds. A Greek poet, 
Homer, perhaps, describes the funeral 
rites of his friend as follows:

tion in the Smithsonian Institution 
and also in Mr. Heyé’s private mu- 
seum in New York city.

In most cases the foundations were 
retained. Several changes were made, 
it ia true, and these will add to the 
health and pleasure of the inhabitants.

He also made his houses 
as people in that country Bad always 
made them. And although*he had to 
put a thousand of them up in 4@n aréa 
which would once have sufficed for 
only @ hundred or #6, the work was 60

Hot Springs seem a peculiarly ap- 
propriate place for American women 
to hold a war-work convention for the 
ground is government reservation and 
the first national, park set-.apart by 
the United States for the use of all 
its people. Internationally it has the 
reputation of being the world’s great- 
est health resort and this reputation 
would seem to be not unmerited, for 
in all the world’s history of beneficient 
waters, there is nothing to compare 
with the record of the Arkansas Hot 
Springs. Admitted to be one of: the 
wonders of the world, they gush, their 
one hundred million gallons of water 
daily at an average: temperature of 135 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

The famous baths are all under gov- 
ernment control and direct supervision 
of the secretary of the interior. Free 
‘baths are provided for the poor, and 
profits from the baths of the rich go 
to improve the reservation. 

Just how many years this 365,000, 000 
gallons of the only known radio-active 
waters in the world have been pour- 
ing is, of course, not known. Since the 
beginning. of time, perhaps. Records, 
however, g0 back no further than 1512, 
when Ponce de Leon called them ths 
Fountain, of Youth, the well of living 
waters. They were forgotten until 
1644 when they were rediscovered by 
Hernando de Soto, -another Spaniard, 
French and 

adian. missionaries and called by 
them “the waters which keep away the 
hand. of death.” -Durbar and Hunt, 
trappers, came .upon the springs in 
1804, and later Manuel Prudhomme and 
John Percitful and Isaac Cates camped 
near them, renewing their health while 
thev established hunting headquarters.

AGAIN, WHAT'S THE MATTER? 


The board of county commissioners, when 
it met yesterday to open bids for the paving 
of Peachtree Road from the city limits of 
Atlanta to Buckhead, received four bids for 
the entire project, these to be considered at 
a special meeting of the board to be held for 
that- purpose next Tuesday. 

The Constitution has already commented 
upon the fact that Atlanta, after advertising 
for bids for the repaving of Peachtree street 
from the viaduct to Pine street, got not one 
single bid for the entire job, yet on the day 
previous to that the city of Augusta—a city 
only about one-fourth as large as Atlanta, 
with a much greater per capita indebtedness 
and a much higher tax rate—awarded a pav- 
ing contract for $285,000, after considering a 
number of bids. 

The bids the county has just vanafved 
for the paving of Peachtree Road cover 
twice the distance—and perhaps longer— 
than is contemplated in the city’s Peachtree 
street repaving project, for which not one 
bid was. received. 

Again, we say, something is wrong— 
sométhing is inexcusably, distressfully and 
fundamentally wrong with Atlanta! 

What is it? 

Why is it that the county finds the con- 
tractors eager’ to do its work, while they 
refuse to bid for work for the city? 

‘Why is it that Augusta has no difficulty 
in finding contractors for its street improve- 
ment projects, while Atlanta—a city four 
times as large, and having the lowest per 
capita indebtedness of any city of similar 
size in the world—cannot find one con- 
tractor willing to do so simple, yet so im- 
portant, a piece of work as the repaving of 


- Peachtree street. 


Here is the most widely-known and most 
important city thoroughfare in the. south, 


See full of holes, in a deplorable state of neglect 


—in fact, almost dangerous to traffic—yet 
we cannot repair it because nobody is willing

And Peachtree is by no means the only

REWINNOWING OLD.CHAFF. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat’s para- 
grapher pertinently remarks that “New York 
is discussing the right and wrong of prohibi- 
tion as if it were as much a novelty as it 
was in Kansas thirty years ago.” 

.Truly, there is something ludicrous about 
the current prohibition fight in the “Empire 
State.” 

In that fight the setele-~-sreachers. 8a- 
loonists, officials and the hoi polloi—are 
arguing, in innumerable “letters to the edi- 
tor,” printed without stint in the great daily 
newspapers, the merits and demerits of 
strong drink per se, just as though they were 
plowing virgin soil. 

They seem to have forgotten that the 
liquor question as an academic proposition 
was threshed out and conclusively settled 
years and years ago: that Kansas, as the 
St: Louis paragrapher cites, has for thirty 


years been holding up practical proof of 


what New York is now trying to settle by 
word of mouth; that almost the entire west 
and the whole of British Columbia have 
studied the question, reasoned it out, fought 
it out and settled it to their complete satis 
faction, and that the south, with the exception 
of only a few “wet” spots, has accepted and 
is satisfied with prohibition. 

As a matter of fact, the principles of 
liquor prohibition long ago ceased to be of 
general interest because they are too well 
known to the average run of people. They 
are no longer under general consideration in 
connection with the proposed constitutional 
amendment. The fight now is not one deal- 
ing with whether liquor is or is not injuri- 
ous, but one involving only two direct propo- 
sitions: 

First, whether or not a thing that is unl- 
versally admitted to be baneful shall be suf- 
fered to continue—in other words, whether 
the saloon interests are stronger than the 
sentiment opposed to the saloon; and, sec- 
ond, whether prohibition should be made na- 
tional by federal legislation or each state left 
to decide the question for itself, 

But .New: York, taking hold of the ques- 
cn a abstract, is winnowing over the 
ol aff that Kansas and other progressive 
states threshed out years and years ago, and, 
as though it were pioneering a path through 
a primeval wilderness instead of traveling 
over a trail that was blazed and worn bare 
more than a generation ago, it is arguing 
whether liquor drinking is right or wrong, 
and mouthing over again the stale cant about 
“personal liberty.” 

In other words, the prohibition wave that 
has been sweeping over this country for 
thirty years, until it has covered approxi- 
mately three-fourths of the area of the en- 
tire country, has ow reached New York, and 
New York stands with the water up to its 
shoetops, looking down at its feet and debat- 
ing whether or not the tide is rising! 


DR. ANNA HOWARD SHAW. 


When this country became engulfed in 
the world war last April, and it became nec- 
essary for President Wilson to call to the aid 
of the country every ounce of available or 
potential resources—human and otherwise— 
the women of the nation were among the 
first to offer their services. 

The Council of National Defense, a vol- 
unteer service organization of both men and 
women, was formed by the government. The 
direction of the activities of the thousands 
of patriotic women who affiliated with the 
council, and who were recruited from every 
state in the unien, was placed in the hands 
of a woman’s committee of the Council of 
National Defense. Upon President Wilson 
devolved the designation of a woman to act 
as chairman of that great and important 
committee. 

‘Since practically all of the war-work of 


the women of America was to be—as it is 


being—applied to the primary purpose of 
the winning of the war, the post of chair- 
man of this committee called for a woman of 
strongest mentality, of greatest executive 
ability, of keenest intuition, and a woman of 
intense patriotism and of capacity for the 
execution of big undertakings. 

The president, as head of the Council of 


| National Defense, selected for this impor- 


tant office, Dr. Anna Howard Shaw—a little 
woman with a big brain, who was reared in 
the wilderness in Michigan, and who, by her 


own efforts and through her own pluck and 


ovens “ated ‘to dig the well that .supplied 
the sae with water. 

Despite these hardships. and disad- 
vantages, at 15 she was a school teacher, 
paid from the county dog tax fund, and 
saving money with which to carry her edu- 
cation forward later on. 

Considering what this woman accom- 
eyes what possibilities are before the girl 

of today who knows nothing—and who can 
know nothing in this late day—of such ob- 
stacles as Dr. Shaw had to battle with and 
overcome! : 

Dr. Shaw lectured here several months 
ago in behalf of the cause of equal suffrage 
for her sex, in which cause she is one of the 
foremost spokeswomen in the world. She is 
coming again—next Wednesday—and will 
lecture in the Baptist Tabernacle. 

This time she is expounding only the doc- 
trine of American patriotism and service; 
and let us hope that the citizens of Atlanta 
and of Georgia in general will upon that 
occasion manifest to the fullest extent pos- 
sible the interest and appreciation that is 
due this remarkable American woman pa- 
triot. 


THE COST OF ILLITERACY. 


Pending in congress is a bill intended to 
provide funds for the use of the bureau of 
education in a proposed campaign against 
adult illiteracy among the American people 
generally and against ignorance of the Eng- 
lish language among the foreign-born citizens 
of this country. 

In a letter sent to the president and to 
the chairmen of the two congressional com- 
mittees on education a few days ago, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Lane urged that the bill 
be enacted into law as soon as possible, and 
he asked for the personal aid of the presi- 
dent to that end; his plan being, if-the bill 
becomes a law, to give special attention im- 


| mediately to teaching illiterate men of draft 


age, and especially those of class A. 

The bill ought by all means to pass. It 
should be enacted at once because of the 
need for the provision it would make toward 
properly equipping draft registrants for serv- 
ice; and there is great need for just such 
legislation for the benefit of the civilian 


population the country over, now and after 
the war. 


The need for it in preparing future sol- 
diers for armed service was clearly +ex- 
plained by the secretary of the interior, 
who, in the letter in question, said that— 


“It would seem to be almost axio- 
matic that an illiterate man can not 
make a good soldier in modern warfare. 
Until last April the regular army would 
not enlist illiterates, yet in the first draft 
between 30,000 and 40,000 illiterates were 
brought into the army, and approximate- 
ly aS many near illiterates. They can 
not read their orders posted daily on bul- 
letin boards in camp. They can not read 
their manual of arms. They can not read 
their letters or write home. They can 
not understand the signals or follow the 
signal corps in time of battle.” 


“The war,” said the secretary, 


“has brought facts to our attention. that 
are almost unbelievable, and that are in 
themselves accusatory.” 


He went on to say that— 


“There are in the United States (or 
were when the census was taken in 1910) 
5,616,166 persons over 10 years of age, 
who were unable to read or write in any 
language. There are now nearly 700,- 
000 men of draft age in the United States 
who are, I presume, registered, who can 
not read or write in English or in any 
other language, Over 4,600,000 of the il- 
literates in this country were 20 vyvears 
of age or more. The percentage of il- 
literates varies in the several states, from - 
17 per cent in Iowa, to 29 per cent in 
Louisiana. Half of the illiterates were 
between 20 and 45 years of age. Over 
58 per cent are white persons, and of 
these 1,500,000 are native born whites.” 


Mr. Lane goes on to reduce this stagger- 
ing total of adult illiteracy to a dollars-and- 
cents economic loss basis, showing that if 
the productive labor value of an illiterate is 
less by only 60 cents a day than that of an 
educated man or woman, illiteracy is an- 
nually costing this country $825,000,000 in 
sheer loss of earning capacity! 

Further than that, he shows— 

“The federal government and the 
states spend millions of dollars in offer- 
ing information to the people in rural 
districts about farming and home mak- 
ing. Yet 3,700,000 or 19 per cent of our 
country folk can not read or write a 
word.” 

Taking patriotism and loyalty to the flag 
into the reckoning, the secretary makes the 
point that— 

“A people who can not hans means of 
access to the mediums of public opinion 
and to the messages of the president and 
the acts of congress, can hardly be ex- 


pected to understand the full meaning of 
this war, to which they all nmrust con- 


tribute, in life or property or lebor.” 
From any standpoint it is considered, in- 
ability to read and write the language of the 
country entails a deplorable loss to the illit- 
erate individual citizens, to the community 
in which they reside and to the government. 
Illiteracy everywhere ought to be stamped 
out, and the sooner the bureau of eduéation 
is provided with the funds and sinews with 
which to carry on the work of eradicating

SIAM AS AN ALLY’ 


Bulletin ef the Bureau ef Geographic 
Informatien of the National Geo- 


graphic Society of Washington 


“Tt was not an occasion for surprise to 
those who had been following the trend of 
government and of thought in that country 
for the last decade’ when it was announced 
that Siam had severed relations with the cen- 
tral powers and joined the entente allies 
in the war on autocracy,’’ according to a 
war geography bulletin on Siam as an ally, 
issued today by the National Geographic £o- 
ciety from its Washington headquarters. 

‘For several years there have been sta- 
tioned at the court of Siam, in Bangkok, 
a general adviser of American nationality, 
a British judicial adviser, and a French ieg- 
ialative adviser, who have introduced many 
ideas of government in practice in the west. 

“Siam’s establishment is based upon wuni- 
versal liability to service, after the accepted 
Buropean model, the active list being com- 
posed of men between the ages of 18 and 
20, the first reserves from 20 to 26 and 
the second reserves from 25 to 36. There 
are many legal exemptions, however, and 
among the uncivilized tribes the law is not 
enforced in times of peace, when the army 
numbers only about 12,000. The navy cun- 
sists of 21 boats, none of which is of any 
appreciable fighting value, the largest unit 
being an antiquated vessel of 3,000 tons used 
as a royal yacht, soon to‘be replaced. 

“One of the most popular branches of the 
military service in Siam is the infantry ma- 
rine, recruited in the maritime provinces 
and having a strength of 15,000 men. The 
kingdom’s military and naval establishment 
cost about six and a half million dollars for 
the fiscal year 1915-16. 

“With an area of 195,000 square miles, 
Siam is slightly smaller than the combined 
areas of Colorado. and Wyoming, but its 
density of population is nine times greater 
than these states. With nearly 9,000,000 
people, its population approximates that of 
Illinois and Missouri combined. The cap- 
ital, Bangkok, is somewhat larger than the 
city of Baltimore.

The Lingo of No-Man’s Land 


Knife Rest: A wire entanglement madé 
in sections behind the lines and corried for- 
ward at night to be set up in No Man’s Land. 
This method is easier and qhicker construc- 
tion than out in No Man’s Land exposed to 
enemy fire. 


Coneertina Wire: Coils of wire like a 
concertina are one of the methods of wire 
entanglement. These coils are linked to- 
gether to form an obstacle more difficult 
for the Germans to get through than the 
ordinary tangled wire protection. 

Patrol Parties: These are groups of from 
three to twenty men usually accompanied by 
an officer, sent out into No Man’s Land at 
night with some definite object in view, 
either to report on enemy movements in 
their trenches, condition of the barb-wire 
entanglements or location of breaks through 
which attacking infantry may go. Small 
parties usually ge out on thie work and 
move by atealth, creeping and crawling from 
shell-hole to shell-hole to keep out of sight 
of the enemy when a rocket or “star shell” 
makes No Man’s Land as bright as day. Large 
patrols armed with machine gunsare some- 
times sent out to attack and capture an ene- 
my patrol and secure information from the 
prisoners. 

Star Shell or Verry Light: Is a rocket 
fired from a pistol: It bursts in the air, with 
fireworks display bright enough to illumine 
No Man’s Land and reveal enemy scouts: 
Colored shells are used for signals. The 
very bright SOS rocket is called by the 
soldiers “SAVE-OUR-SOULS.” A scout in No 
Man’s Land caught upright in the glare of an 
exploding rocket is often entirely safe if he 
stands perfectly still. .

Theortes of German Pians. 

As it stands now, at the beginning 
of the third week in March, there are 
‘three theories of the German pro- 
gram. The first looks for a colossal 
German attack upon the western front 
—-an attack which will be. accompanied 
by various minor demonstrations along 
the front and will probably disclose 
itself Ae one more of those double oper- 
ations; that is, a repetition. of the fa- 
vorite German strategic combination, 
which seéks to envelop a portion of the 
enemy's force by two converging at- 
tacks at widely separated points. Such 
an attack was the invasion of Poland | 
fvom Hast Prussia and Galicia in 1915:

British lost as many, at the least, in 
the Somme campaign of 1916, and the 
total German losses about Verdun, in- 
cluding the losses in the later French 
attacks, which retook all lost ground, 
were not less than three-quarters of a 
million casualties. And all tnese gran- 
diose offensives entirely failed to pro- 
duce a decision or even a break 
through. 

If the Germans attack on the west 
front and fail, they will lose, at home 
and abroad; all: the moral advantage of 
their recent Russian success and their 
earlier Italian victory. And, ‘measured | 
by the past, the chances of succéss are 
relatively slight. Both the Germans 
and their foes have given the grand 
offensive in the west a thorough trial 
under conditions far: more favorable 
than those of the moment, viewed from 
the German side, and it has not proven 
profitable. Consequently, there is a 
very considerable body of opinion that 
the Germans will not attack in the 
west this year. i 

Now, supposing that they do not at- 
tack between Switzerland and the sea, 
the only front on which they can by 
victory achievé a real military decision, 
what may the Germans do? The Rus- 
sian and Rumanian fronts have disap- 
peared; the Asiatic front must become 
quiescent soon now, because the period 
of intolerable- heat, fatal to all opera- 
tions, either has come or is close at 
hand. There are left three fronts: the 
west, the Italian, and the Balkan. If 
the Germans do not attack upon the 
west front, they must attack either in 
Italy or in the Balkans, or in both, be- 
cause it is axiomatic that they must at- 
tack somewhere. 

They must attack somewhere because 
the allies,have adopted a passive strat- 
egy for the present year, pending the 
arrival of Americans upon the firing 
line. If America arrives on the firing 
line and the Germans have still fatled 
to win the war, next year will see & 
new allied attack, under conditions 
more favorable than those which have 
attended any great offensive since the 


victories in Italy or the Balkans, or in 
both fields, will not directly win the 
war, but they anay conceivable break

munications of the Italian armies from 
the sea to the hills, and any sudden 
success might lead to a new and mag- 
nified Sedan. Thus, could the Germans 
press forward, even though their gain 
were not greater than the early French 
and British advances at the Somme or 
the British advance at Arras, the 
whole Italian front of the Piave would 
have to be evacuated, Venice would be 
lost, and the Austro-German position 
behind the Adige and the Po would 
be next to unassailable thereafter, ever 
were there no more serious conse- 
quences for the Italians. 

What would be the effect of such a 
German success upon Italy? At the 
least, it might raise a question of 
Italian surrender. It would shake 
the confidente ¢f the Italian public, and 
coneeivably of the French and Brit- 
ish publics, in eventual victory. And 
all this could be achieved, if at all, by 
relatively small expenditure in men. 1 
am not suggesting, nor even hinting, 
that it can be achieved; but I am try- 
ing to indicafe how much more con- 
siderable immediate profit would result 
from, say, a ten-mile gain in Venetia 
than an equal gain in France. And 
even if it should turn out that the gain 
could not be made, the effect of a fail- 
ure, at home and abroad, would be 
far less demoralizing for the Germans, 
as a result of the restricted expense 
and the Austrian participation, than a 
failure in France. 

_ Initiative With Allies. 

By contrast, we must remember that 

the initiative for the first weeks of the 


campaigning season will lie with the: 


allies and not with the Austro-Ger- 
mans. That portion of the central 
powers’ armies lying in the mountains 
cannot move before late May or early 
June. It can do nothing to support 
by its efforts the other forces lying 
east of the Piave. Nor can it easily 
transfer troops from the mountains to 
the plain, for the lines of communica- 
tion are few and poor. Thus, while 
they are held between the two jaws 
of the Austrian-German pinchers—one 
in the Trentino and the other in the 
Venetian plain—there will be time for 
the Italians to deal with one jaw, 
utilizing practically all their guns ana 
reserves, before the other can become 
dangerous.

The reason becomes 
obvious when its price on. the market 
is compared with that or ordinary 
bituminous coal, for in days past can- 
nel coal has sold in the New York 
market at a price about three times 


that of the best bituminous coal and,

This high price is due to old causes 
—strong demand and weak supply. 
As a coal for use in office and’ house- 
hold grates, as an enricher of coal gas, 
and as a quick-firing coal for use in 
fire engines and otherwise, cannel coal 
has filled a unique place: and these 
uses coupled with its scarcity in the 
earth have made it an object of much 
search and of many disappointments, 
because wherever it is found there has 
usually proved to be very little of it. | 
Of late years, however, fewer grates 
are used inthe office and the home, 
and water gas, enriched with oil, has 
replaced the old type of coal gas, so 
that when the European war broke out 
the demand for cannel coal as such had 
largely disappeared... Then some peo- 
ple remembered that many years ago, 
before oil was struck in the country, 
houses were lighted. with oil obtained 
from cannel coal. They remembered 
that on distillation cannel .coaY yielded 
more oi] and gas than could be obtained 
from ordinary bituminous coal. They 
realized that the sudden demand for 
high explosives for use in the war re- 
quired the utilization of the by-prod- 
ucts formed in the distillation of coal, 
and they argued that if cannel coal 
when distilled yielded more oil and 
gas than other coals it should be very 
rich in the by-products from which 
benzene, toluol and other explosive 
bases are made, so a demand was made 
for information about cannel coal. To 
supply this information the govern- 
ment, through the geological survey, 
department of the interior, has just’ is- 
sued a feport on the cannel coals of 
the Unit States. describing cannel, 
coal in detail and telling where it can 
be found.

Though an Atlanta woman was one of the first to buy $100,000 worth of 
Liberty Loan Bonds in the second drive, women generally did not purchase 
bonds with the same generosity that men did with comparatively the same 
incomes. Though Atlanta women sold over two million dollars’ worth of 
bonds in the Atlanta banks, with practical and enthusiastic support of men, 
women personally were not large purchasers of bonds, nor did they seem to, 
feel the responsibility to do 80. \ 

While several Atlanta women of mbans are generously financing as well. 
as directing departments of war emergency work, there are many others of 
ample means, who, though doing “their bit,” have not yet expressed pract!- | 
cally that patriotism which men have when it comes to the actual giving or. 
the patriotism that touches the purse strings. 

That women have not learned to give is no doubt the reason, having lived | 
as they live, in this sectjon, so entirely under the shelter system, and where, , 
though being taxpayers, they have not been citizens; therefore, have not 
felt the responsibility of giving, though no women in the world give more of 
their time and interest to public affairs. )
